GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE LIBRARY. 

fJIHE Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvatl Mahal Library 
mast have had its earliest beginnings about the end of the 
16th century when Tanjore was under the rale of the Telaga 
NSyaks who collected Sanskrit Manuscripts written m Telugu 
character. In the 17th ocntury the Marathas conquered the 
country and since that day, the Library has been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfoji, 
during a visit to Benares during 28‘/0-l830. Sivaji his successor 
added a few. There has practically been no addition of any 
value till very recent times. 

The above collection belonged to the reigning princes of 
Tanjore — the Maratha Maharajas. When the last of them died, 
the whole property including the above collection formed the 
subject of litigation among the several claimants. Thanks to 
their public-spirited generosity and enthusiasm for ancient 
oulture. the library together with a lakh of rupees was created 
into a Public Trust with the consent of the civil courts. The 
Tanjore Library is therefore now a Public Library in the full 
sense of that term, the Government of Madras being responsible 
for its administration. 

Since the Library became a Public Trust, there has been 
a marked improvement in the reception accorded to it by the 



public. Various liberal and generous-minded benefactors have 
come forward with magnanimous offers. The Library has been 
enriched with several very fine collections of manuscripts, every 
one of them rare, valuable and very interesting In 1921, the 
Library was enriched with the ‘‘Jambunatha Bhafc Lai?$ag&i 
collection”. In 1922, the Library received other valuable collec- 
tions of rare interest known as the “Klgalkar” and the “Patanga 
Avadhufca” collections. Besides these, the Tyagaraja Svami collec- 
tion, the Subrahmaijya fiasfcrf collection, Subrahmaflya Kao col- 
lection, Ramacandra Gaijapati collection, Nllakaatha $H8tn collec- 
tion, Deva&ankara Tawker collection, Gopalakps^ia Devalekar 
collection and KFfSaji Metha collection — all are of great and rare 
value 

The manuscripts in the Tanjore Library are either on 
palm leaf or on paper. They are of varying value and come from 
various sources. These manuscripts are in more than eleven dis- 
tinct alphabets. On the whole one may easily say that the total 
number of manuscripts m this Library is likely to exceed 80,000, 
of which the Sanskrit manuscripts alone are sure to exceed 
25,600. 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European langua- 
ges and on almost all branches of human knowledge Special 
mention may here be made of the books and manuscripts in 
Telugu, Tamil, Marathi and English on account of their number 
and importance. 

Dr. Burnell issued what be modestly styled “A classified 
Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” 



between 1178 and 1880, Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Library has been the victim of many an outrage. 
These who were in possession gave out on loan very many 
manuscripts which were never returned. And many more some" 
how or other, found themselves into Libraries other than at 
Tanjore. Dr Burnell's catalogue is very useful to us to trace 
out lost manuscripts, which ate never likely to come back 
to us. Our losses are probably far more; for even Dr, Burnell’s 
admirable catalogue was by no means a complete catalogue of all 
that existed. For, where he mentions a single work in a bundle 
we are able to-day to trace two or more works in the same 
bundle. 

The committee appointed by the Government of Madras 
took charge early in 1919. Since then they have been busily 
pushing forward the work of revising and preparing a fresh cata- 
logue of all the works now in the Library according to the latest 
scientific methods. Each work is described in detail m a card- 
index form which contains all the necessary particulars. 

In 1920 a catalogue of printed books in French, Latin, 
Italian and Greek was published. In 1923 three volumes of a 
catalogue of Tamil mauscripts m the Library were published. 
From the year 1924 a catalogue of Maratha manuscripts and 
books is being prepared; the first volume was published in 1928. 
These are now on sale and can be had from the Secretary of the 
Library. 

From an academic point of view the Library possess some 
very interesting specimens of literary and artistic importance. 

These are— 

Objects of interest on paper, 
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Illustrated paper manuscripts, 

Oldest paper manuscripts. 

Drawing and pictures believed to be Indian, 

Palm leaf manuscripts. 

Prom this short survey, it will be clear that this Library 
is probably one of the best preserved among Oriental Libraries in 
India. To Oriental Scholars in particular the Library is of inesti- 
mable value in that it contains the richest collections of Sanskrit 
Manuscripts m South India. 

As the funds at the disposal of the Library were not 
adequate to undertake the printing and publishing of a descript- 
ive catalogue of all the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Library, the 
Administrative Committee of the Library approached the Govern- 
ment of Madras year after year with the request for a special 
grant towards the same. In their G. 0. No. Mis. 563, dated the 
9th April 1927, the Government of Madras were pleased to allot 
the ncessary funds for a three year programme. The tnenmum 
came to a close on the 81st March 1930 and nine volumes of 
descriptive catalogues of Sanskrit Manuscripts were published by 
the Committee. The Government of Madras have placed the 
necessary funds at the disposal of the Committee to continue the 
work already undertaken for a further period of three years. 
During the current triennmm it is proposed to issue ten more 
volumes of descriptive catalogues of Sanskrit Manuscripts, where- 
in it is also hoped that it would be found possible to include 
adequate description of ail the remaining Sanskrit Manuscripts 
m the Library.

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PREFACE TO THE CONTENTS 
OF VOL. X. 

This Volume contains the description of 646 manuscripts m 
the Vyakarai?a section. These fall into the following distinct 
classes: — 

I. The Astadhyayl, the Virttikas and the Mahabhafya and 
works that are directly commentaries on these. 

II. The Supplements to Pamni’s sutras and commentaries 
thereon. 

III. Independent and later recasts of the Sutras. 

IV. Dissertations on special topics. 

V. Works on the Grammar of other Systems and languages* 

We shall here briefly review the authors and works noticed 
in the descriptions m this Volume, 

panini. 

Pa$mi, it is well known is the first systematic Grammarian, 
Whose work, the Astadhyayf is still the marvel of the whole 
world. Written more than 3500 years ago acccordmg to the 
most moderate estimate, it is stall a work, not superseded by 
others. We owe to Dr. Goldstucker an approximate estimate of 
the date of Pacini. His famous monograph on Paflini is a mine 
oi information and gives us all tne particulars regarding Pacini. 
Copies of the Aftadhyiiyl are described under Nos. 5326-5366, 
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KATYAYANA 

The earliest commentator on the Astidhyaylis Katyayana, the 
author of the Varttikas, It is indeed noteworthy that even earlier 
than Katyayana, who is referred generally to the 4th century 
B. G. there have been other commentators on the Sutras 
though their works have not been spared to us at this distance 
of time. Katyayana's alone has come down to us, on account 
probably of the fact that this alone claimed some sort of atten- 
tion at the hands of the MahabhSsyakara. Tradition regards this 
author as an elder contemporary and a near kinsman of the au- 
thor of the Mahabhasya. 

PATANJALI. 

The greatest luminary in the realm of grammar is perhaps 
this very familiar figure, Pataiijali. Author of several treatises 
on diverse subjects, like medicine, yoga etc , hts magnum opus is 
the MahabbSsya, a commentary in turn, at least in name, on the 
Varttikas of Katyayana. A tradition, handed down to us from 
the days of Bhartrhan, the author of the Vakyapadlya, makes 
the author of the Mahabhasya identical with the composer of 
the Yoga SStras and it has been questioned of late by modern 
critics. Neither school has yet landed upon any conclusive evi- 
dence to settle the dispute finally. According to Dr. Bhandarkar 
the Mahabhlfyakara Was a contemporary of the fJunga King 
Pufyamitra who reigned in the first quarter of the second cen- 
tury B. G. The date of Patafijali is thus C. ISO B. C. Copies of 
the MahabhSfya are described under Nos. 5357-5383. 

KAIYYATA. 

Kaiyyafa is assigned by Dr. Keith to C. 12th century. 
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Noa. 5384-5406 represent his Pradlpa, a commentary on the 
Mahabhasya. He refers in his introductory verses to Hari (i.e.) 
Bhartfbari, as a predecessor who showed him the way* 

From this we come to know that Bhartrnan has written a 
commentary on the Mahabhasya called W^T‘ 5 flT! ,K I^TTT» a work 
which has not yet come to light 

The Pradlpa has been commented upon by the famous volu- 
minous writer, Nage&abhatta in his Pradlpodyota. He flourished 
about 1700 A. D and belongs to the school of the great Bhatfoji 
dik^ita by virtue of being the pupil of Han dlksita, Bhattoji’s 
grandson and commentator Nos. 5407-5 1 29 represent the 
Udyota of Nage4a No. 5415 is noteworthy, bearing as it does 
the date, A. D. 169". It is thus the oldest known manuscript of 
the Udyota. 

KAglKAV^m OP JAYADITYA AND VAMANA. 

This work is believed to be written by Jayaditya, King of 
Ka&mir, according to Itsing Vamana came after him. Jayadit- 
ya who died in 660 A. D. wrote the first five chapters and Vama- 
na, who is identical with the author of the Kavyaiankarasutras, 
the other three. There is also a view among scholars like Dr. 
Belvalkar, which makes the authors of the Ka&ika, Bauddhas 
on the evidence of the two facts that they do not perform Man- 
gala and that their work owes a great deal, m manner and matter, 
to the Buddhist grammarian, Gandragomin. Nos. 5430-5456 
represent this work. 

PADAMANJA lit OF HARADATTA. 

There is a confusion, still unremoved, between the author 
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o! this commentary Padamanjarl, on the Ka6ik2vytti and the 
celebrated Siv&carya of the same name. The difficulty is not re- 
moved by the argument that the grammarian is invariably called 
Haradattami^ra while the $aiv£cirya is called as Haradattacarya? 
that Mifira is a northern honorific suffix and Acarya a southern 
one; and that the Saivaearya, who certainly was a Southerner is 
thus to be distinguished as different from the writer on grammar, 
Scholars accept that the author of the PadamanjarS also must be 
a Southerner, since he is said to quote a Telugu word — junt- 
as an illustration. Further the £$amte ring about the mangala 
Sloka of the Padamanjarl lends support to the view of the iden- 
tity between the two Haradattas Scholars also opine that the 
author of the Padamafijaif, since ho is profusely quoted by the 
author of PurueakSrallla Sutra, must be older than the 13th 
century. Whether the author of the Padamanjarl is identical 
with Haradatta, the author of the commentary on the A4valSya- 
nagrhyasutras, is also an interesting problem. The Padamafijari 
is described under Nos 5457-5465 

PADAMANJARIMAKARANDA of 

ranganatha dIksita. 

This commentary of Ranganatha Diksita is a valuable one 
and it has not been printed, It seems to be a ver> voluminous 
work since the first pada of the first Adhyaya itself is nearly 5000 
granthas. The author belonged to the village of Kan$arama- 
$ikkam, to which place belong the celebrated authors, Rama* 
bhadra dlkaita, Dbarmara]adhvarm and others. It appears he 
has written a commentary called PQrgima, on the Siddhanta 
Kaumudf also For further details about him, refer to the Intro- 



duction to the Trivandrum edition of the Vedanta PanbhaaS. 
The Magjarl Makaranda is described under No. 5466. 

The other works coming within this class are the 
fSabdakaustubha of Bhattoji dfksita, (Nos 51 67-5478), the Vaiya- 
karagabhusa^a of Ko?4abhatta, (Nos 5887-5848) and the 
of Nageia (No 5849), Special mention mast be made of the 
V aiy akarapabhufana which is however, a printed book. It is aval* 
lable in three forms, there being a and a 

besides tne 5JWc»T The family of Bhattoji was really the 

sole authors of the renaissance of the Paninian school Ko^u 
Bhatta was the nephew of Bhattojidlk^ita. His Bhufa^ia is a 
commentary on the 74 Kankas of Bhattoji, on the philosophy of 
grammar etc. According to one of the Karikas at the beginning we 
are to take this work of Bhattoji as a metrical summary of his own 
Slabdakaustubha, Kog<|ubhatta’s work has many commentaries. 
We have noticed under 5844 a tika by Gopala on the smaller 

recension of it called Laghubhiisana. 

Here we may also review the other works on the philosophy 
of grammar etc., that are described m this volume Bhartjhan’s 
Vakyapadlya with the commentary of Helaraja (No. 5882 ) is 
available m this library. The commentary deserves examination, 
being unprinted. The Nan$ike6a Ka&kS attributed to Nandi- 
ke6a and commented upon by Upamanvu (No 5710 ) explains the 
mystic import of the Mahe&vara sfitras. 

Coming to the supplements to Panmi’s sutras, the UQSdi 
gutras come uppermost m mind, by virtue of their disputed au* 
tborship. While scholars are wavering between Pabim and 
fSakatayana, Vimala Sarasvati, the author of RQpamalS is said 
to attribute them to Vararuci. Among the commentaries on them 



available m this library, we may mention Ramabhadra dJksita’s 
U?idima?idlpika (No 5675), which is yet nnpnnted. There is one 
DaSapadlvjtti (No. 5676) on the Unadis, which must, be by Ma- 
gikya deva. There are 2 more Vrttis which baffle research as 
regards their names and authors. But they have been found not 
to represent Ujjvaladatta’s commentary, or Durgasimha’s or the 
Jam author’s. There is an anonymous UifSdi work called U?adi- 
ko6a, (No. 5678) a lexicon of words of TJnSdi derivation, 

The Ganapatha is represented by two Mss. (Nos 5681-5682). 
The library does not contain any commentary thereon. 

DHATUPATHA. (Nos. 5683—5686) 

Comiug to the Dhatupatha of Paijini, which is represented 
by many Mss , the question arises, who is the author, Bhfmasena, 
referred to as the author of the STILUS ? Bhlmasena is the accept- 
ed author, who assigned the meanings to the roots. There are some 
minor luminaries in Vyakarapa literature having the name* Bhlma 
and Bhlmfcarya. Whether we are to identify the author of the 
Dhatvarthapatha with one of them, or to identify him as a 
different author, cannot be settled for lack of evidence. 

Among the commentaries etc . on the Dhatupatha, must first 
be noticed the metucal recasts of the Dhatupatha, Bopadeva's 
K&vikalpadruma(No. 6680) is one such work. No. 5928 — named 
Kamadbenu is evidently a fragment of Bopadeva’s own commen- 
tary on his Kavikalpadruma. 

Cokbanatha’s Dhlturatnavali ( Nos. 5697-99 ) is another 
metrical recast of this nature. Gokkanathamakhin is the father- 
in-law of RSmabhadra dlksita. 
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Ghana&yatua s Dhhtuko&a (No. 570d) is a lexicon of verbs 
with their meanings It is an ucprinted work, containing one be- 
ing, the list of GhanaAy%ma*s predecessors which he gives in the 
introductory verses. 

There is also a Ms. (No. 5f00) representing an anonymous 
abridgement of Madhava’s Dhatuvftti The works described 
under the names Dhaturiipa and Dhaturupavab, are the po- 
pular and well known conjugation- digests

The ParibhSaas are attributed to various authors. The very 
well-known commentary on them ts NSgeta’s Paribhaeendufiekha* 
ra (No. 5724). iSesadrisudhi’s Panbhaaabhaskara is described 
under Ncs. 6714-lb There is another work of the same name 
by one Bhaskaia noticed under No. 5717, SIradeva’s Vftti is 
represented by 2 Mss. The famous Ramabhadra alksita has 
written a commentary on SIradeva’s ParibhSgavftti and his work 
is represented by 2 Mss (Nos. 6720 and 5721) Rimabhadra’s 
nephew, Vaidyanatha has written a commentary called Pan- 
bhafarthasangraha (No. 5722) which has a commentary by 
Svayamprakada yati. (No, 5723) 

LINGA ANB SVARA. 

RimasQn’s Inngamr?aya Bhu$aea and Linga4e*a of an un- 
known author, described respectively under Nos. 592y and 5980, 
axe two works on the LmganuSasana. 

Svarapraknya of unknown authorship and fJrlmvasa dlk* 
fita's Svarasiddhantaeandnka are the two works on svara avail- 
able «» this library. The latter, described under No. 592], 
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follows the accent system of the Taittlrlya Sakha Its author is 
a pupil of the famous Ramabhadra dlksita.

BHATTOJTS PREDECESSORS. 

♦ 

Coming to the independent treatises, which are later recastB 
of the AftadhySyl, in a definite arrangement according to subjects, 
the Siddhanta Kaumudi of Bhattoji diksita stands first, not m 
chronology, but in importance. To Vimala Sarasvati, the author 
of Rupamala, described here under No. 5816, belongs the credit of 
first showing the way. In its wake followed Dharmaklrti’s 
Rupivatara and Ramacandra’s Prakriya kaumudi. The former 
is described under Nos. 5817*28. In this connection, it must be 
pointed out, that the latter part of the RupSvatara, called Dhatu- 
pratyayapaneiki is described in the colophon of some Mss. here 
aB well as in the Madras Oriental Mss. library as 
The name is interesting though not instructive. Ramacandra’s 
Praknyakaumudi is represented by the Mss. under Nos. 5736-61. 
Three commentaries upon it are here noticed. One Vnivakarma 
Vidvin, son of Damodara, and grandson of Bhlmasena, has 

written the 5Tf%3iPl^PT» The commentary in the name of the au- 
thor, Kr9Uapap<j}ita, is the same as that of ^esakpfna — the author 
of the drama, Kamsavadha He was the son of $efa Npsimha and 
teacher of Bhattoji and Perubhatta, the father of PaQ$itaraja 
JagannStha. 


BHATTOJI DIKSITA. (17th century) 

th SiddhSntakaumud! of Bhattoji (Nos. 6485-5668) has nu 
merous commentaries. Those that are described here are;— 
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1. Prau<Jhmanoram5 o! Bhattoji himself (Nos. 8569-92). 
Two commentaries on it are available here, fSabdaratna (Nob. 
5593-5598 and 5658) and Kalpalata, The former is by Hari- 
dlkfita, grandson of Bhattoji dlksita. There is no evidence to 
show the correctness of Dr. Belvalkar’s remark that its real au- 
thor was Nage£a, the famous pupil of Haridikfita and that he 
attributed it, in reverence, to his preceptor. The Kalpalata (Nos. 
6569-5600) is by one Kfs^ami^ra. Pa^itaraja JagannStha's 
Manorama*kucamardana (No. 5601 ) is generally believed to be 
a violent criticism of Bhattoji's work. 

2. TattvabodhinI of Jnanendra Sarasvatl is described under 
Nos. 6602*5620 and 5665, Nos- 5602 and 5665, though sepa- 
rately noticed, are really the description of the first and the se- 
cond parts of this same work. 

3. Brhat and Laghu Sabdendu fiekharas of NageSa (Nos. 
5621-6648). These commentaries and their authors are very well 
known. 


4. Sumanorama (Nos. 5649-5650). This commentary is by 
Tirumalai DvadaSahayajin, son of Venktadhvarin. He waB the 
pupil of his brother SureSvara, 

5. Ratnakara (Nos. 5657 and 5669). This commentary is 
by Ramakysga, son of Sureivara, above mentioned. 

6. Balamanorama (Nop. 5651-5665) of Vasudeva dlkfita. 
The author was a protege of Anandarayamakhin, minister at the 
Tanjore court. His extensive commentary, which has been 
printed, needs no comment. Anyhow, it must be remarked that 
the information supplied by Dr. Belvalkar that BilamanoramS 
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is Bhattoji’s own easier version oi his Praudh&manoramil needs 
to be refuted 

7. KaumudI Vilasa cf Bhaskara (No, 5356). Perhaps this 
Bhasbara is identical with the author of a Paribhasabhaskara. 
No. 5717. 

8. Laghumanorama of an unknown author described under 
No. 5660, 

9. Praka6a of Toiappar (No, 5661) 

10. ^abdasagara (No. 5662). 

11. fJabdaratnargava (Nos, 5668-6664) 

12. Sudhahjan^m (56 r >8-5067) 

18. Siddhanta KaumudI VySkhya (No. 5668) 

The authors of the last four commentaries are not known. 

Other works on the model of the Siddhanta KaumudI are 
numerous. 1. First among them, must be mentioned the ab- 
ridgements of Varadaraja. His and

4. The Sabda KaumudI (No. 5855) of the famous Ook- 
kanatha Dlksita and the commentary on it. by his son Bala* 
pataiijah DvSdafehayajin called Sabdikarakfla (Nos. 5866-7) 
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Still minor works, written more for the benefit of begin- 
ners are the $abdasiddh5nta Manjarlof Kodandarama (No. 8894), 
the Prabodhacandrika (No 6756) of Yaijalabhupati, written for 
his son, Ratnfcvali of Gauramohana (No 5815) Laghuaiddhanta- 
candrika of unknown authorship (No. 5831) and the BalabodhinI 
(Nos. 5759-5801) and the Balarah]anl (Nos 5805-8) of Bilasuri. 
This last work needs some comment Its author is BSla- 
sun, in whose ownership there are so many Mss. m these 
Volumes. He was the protege of Sarabhoji II. and the son of 
Seflabhatta. The original rich collection of the Mss. of Sefabhaifa 
and Balabhatta have come down entirely into this library.

vekasahgraha (Nos. 5767 & 575 8) of Yararuci deals with Karak&s. 
The work is in 26 Kankas with a comment on them. The Vi« 
bhaktimr^aya (Nos. 5833-5835 ) deals with declension. The 
Sabdarupavali, represented by many Mss. (Nos. 5861-5898) is the 
very well known book of declensions of important words. The 
VivSdakaumndl (No 5836.) of Lalamafl! takes up some Sutras for 
discussion and the Paficapadlvivrti (No. 5711) is a commentary 
on a discussion on five grammatical forms. Further there are 
also tracts devoted to the examination of the correctness of single 
words and forms. 0n6 such is ‘ 3ri?n£K!!% writ ’ (No. 6926) 
whose author is identical with the author of the Paueapadl (No. 
6711). In this class, special mention must be made ol the work, 
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PflrvapaksaBangraha (Nos 6788 & 5784) which is a collection of 
the Purvapakfas to a number of sutras. 

V Other systems and languages. 

The last class, id this volume, contains works on the gram* 
mar of other languages and systems. The SSraevata Prakriya, by 
AnubhSti Svarupacatya, the best authoritative work of that 
school is represented by many Mss. (Nos. 5954-5967). The S5* 
rasvata school is a simplification of the PaQiman school* and it 
has only some 800 sutras. 

Coming to the other languages we have the works of Vararu- 
ci, Trivikrama and Lakgmldhara, in the grammar of the 6 Prakft 
languages. The basic text on which these are commentaries is 
a set of sutras, ascribed to their eponymous AcSrya, Valmlki, the 
author of the Kamayana Vararuci’s PrSkftavyskara^a (Nos. 
5935-5988) and Pr5kyfcapraka4avftti, (No. 5942) give the rea- 
dings of the original sutras quite differently! from" those available 
in Trivikrama’s Prakftavyakaranasutravftti (Nos. 5930-5941). 
The author of the Sadbhaflacandrika, Laksmfdhara deserves notice 
as being a member of the school of Bbattoji. He was the pupil of 
the famous Ko^dubhatta.
